1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach a device and a method for processing FSK signal including caller ID, 
comprising an analog-to-digital converter to convert the FSK signal into a digital FSK signal; a 
first filter to provide a first signal; a second filter to provide a second signal; and a circuit 
calculating an energy level for each of the first and second signals, and selecting the first signal 
for output if the energy level of the first signal is smaller than that of the second signal, and 
selecting the digital FSK signal for the output if the energy level of the first signal is greater than 
that of the second signal, as substantially described in independent claims 1, 9 and 17. These 
limitations, in combination with the remaining limitations of claims 1, 9 and 17, are not taught 
nor suggested by the prior art of record.
